She went into the S. S. Kresge store and selected 
four pairs of shorts, priced at $2.76; T-shirts at $1.78; 
a $4.98 sweater; two pairs of sox tor 78 cents and five 
more pairs for $2.50. 


Mrs. Hilbert went to the Lerner shop and picked 
another sweater, priced at $5.98 


Then she went to Pomeroy's where two more sweat­ 
ers, valued at $3.96 caught her fancy. 


From Pomeroy's she went to the F. W. Wool­ 
worth Co. stores, th e re she selected seven pairs of 
m en’s shorts, priced at $4.83 and seven pairs of 
sox, price, $2.73. 


And it was there that the shopping tour suddenly 
ended, cut short by a detective shortly after 6:30 p.m. 
Mrs. Hilbert had neglected to 03y for her merchan­ 
dise. 


The detective, who had followed Mrs. Hilbert 
from the boys’ department in Pomeroy’s, arrested 
her for shoplifting and called Tullytown police. Pa­ 
trolman Pat Coia obtained from her a signed state-, 
ment admitting taking all the aforementioned goods, 
with a total value of $30.30. 


Arraigned before Justice of the Peace Earl B. 
Dougherty, she pleaded guilty and paid restitution 
plus court costs 


Mrs. Hilbert told the officer this was her first 
try at shoplifting, except for a ring she once pilfered 
from a ten-cent store. She had $98 in her purse. She 
said she went on yesterday’s escapade after hearing 
neighbors say shoplifting was easy.

FARGO. N.D. (U P)—The toll of 
death from Thursday night’s tor­ 
nado climbed to two figures today 
and dam age estim ates mounted 
by the millions of dollars. 
The discovery of a child's body 
in the ruins of a shattered home— 
the seventh youngster killed by 
tile “ huge, black a rm ” of tornadic 
wind which ravaged this city 
brought the deaths to IO. Another 
105 persons w ere injured. 
N early 200 m iles to the south 
and west, a tornado killed a wom­ 
an in South Dakota, bringing the 
total to l l for the two neighbor 
states. 
Insurance adjusters m ade hasty 
estim ates of the loss am id the 
splintered wood, crum pled brick­ 
work. dangling power lines and 
shattered automobiles, 
and said 
the loss would be som ew here bel 
tween 7 million and IO million 
dollars. They believed about 750 
homes w ere hit. 
A uthorities desperately sought 
to 
contact the dead 
children’s 
father. G erald Munson, who was 
out of town and apparently un­ 
aw are of the tragedy. 
Only (he m other and one child 
of the fam ily of nine survived the 
disaster. Both the m other and her 
young son, Rickey, were hospital­ 
ized. 
The dead chldren w ere identi­ 
fied as M ary Beth Munson. 16 
m onths: 
Lois Ann, 
2 4 
years; 
Jeanette. 5; Bradley, IO; Darwin, 
12. and Phyllis, 16. 
The m ayor ordered the city un­ 
der m artial law today, turning 
over all law enforcem ent to five 
National G uard units which were 
rushed 
here to prevent looting 
and aid in the m am m oth cleanup 
job. 
The tw ister sm ashed into Fargo 
like a “ huge black arm .” blasting 
about IOO square blocks of this 
city of 45.000 population. About 
250 buildings were destroyed or 
dam aged. 
Dam age was estim ated at more 
than one million dollars. 
Searchers were ham pered dur­ 
ing the night by a power failure 
as the winds tore down electrical 
lines and knocked out communi-

PANMUNJOM <UP)—The U.N. 
Command told a stony-faced Com­ 
m unist general today it was sta rt­ 
ing a m ajor m ilitary buildup in 
the Republic of Korea to offset 
one carried out by the Reds in 
“ flagrant violation” of the 1953 
Korean arm istice agreem ent. 
The reaction w as im m ediate and 
exactly as expected. North Korean 
Maj. Gen. Jung Kook Rok flew 
into a rage and accused the U.N. 
forces of intending to turn South 
Korea into a “ base for atomic 
w ar.” He called it a first step to 
prepare for a “ new w ar.” 


T oday’s decision nullifying a key 
provision of the arm istice agree­ 
ment 
m eant the United 
States 
would 
send 
into 
South 
Korea 
fleets of its latest atom ic bomb­ 
ers and fighters—some 700 miles 
closer to Red China and Siberia. 
L ater there m ay be atom ic can­ 
non and guided m issiles. 


But in doing so they were doing 
what the Com m unists a l r e a d y 
had done m onths ago. The North 
Korean air forqe, non - existent at 
the end of the w ar, has been 
built up to nearly .1,000 modern 


jets. Its beaten arm y has been re ­ 
built 
and rearm ed with Soviet 
equipment. 


The entire buildup was in vio­ 
lation of a key paragraph in the 
arm istice agreem ent which froze 
the arm ed forces of each side at 
its 1953 m ilitary strength. The U.N 
said the Com m unists buildup was 
a “ flagrant, repeated and wilful” 
violation of the agreem ent. 


The Allied decision was read 
out by U.S. M arine Corps Maj. 
Gen. Homer L, LHzenberg, senior 
m em ber of the U.N. m ilitary a r­ 
m istice commission and leader of 
a M arine division in som e of the 
bitterest fighting of the war.
